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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 1 50 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc.

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest (taken in combination with the 
other claimed features) a ceramic capacitor comprising a body having at least 80 weight 
percent of alumina, at least 0.5 weight percent of BaTi03, and at least 0.07 weight 
percent of Hf02. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

3,819,990 - discloses a thin-film capacitor comprising a mixture alumina and 
magnesium oxide. 
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5,668,694 - discloses a multilayer capacitor having a dielectric comprising a 
barium titanate as a major component. 

5,747,396 - discloses a ceramic material having a silicon dioxide major 

component and an aluminum oxide secondary component. 

6,344,427 - discloses a ceramic material having a BaTi03, AI203, MgO, and 

Si02 (barium titanate is the primary component).
